The Cabinet resumed the discussion of 
the Southern question this morning, 
but made no actual progress beyond the 
conclusions announced in last night'i 
special to the Globe Dcmociat. 
They 


merely ratified the latter so far as Lou- 
isiana is concerned, and decided upon 
the following policy • 


1. Tho United States tioops are, to 


continue to act under the orders here- 
tofore given to Gen. Augur, and are to 
miiutam the statu quo agreed upon in 
January la>t between Jucholls and 
Packard. 
This shows conclusively that 


no assurances have been given that the 
troops would be removed from New 
Orleans at the piesent, or any time in 
the immediate future. 


2. 
A Civil Commission, to ba com- 


posed of five mombeis, is agreed upon 
to viiit Louisiana, and to examine fully 
into the situation, to obtain the views 
of the people, and see which State 
government the people want, and, in 
fact, to make a general tour of observa- 
tion, and report the results ol the same 
to the 1'iesident. 


It hat not been decided whether the 


President ihall submit the report to the 
new Congress to be called to meet June 
1, or whether ha will adopt or reject its 
recommendations, or what is to be done 
with it. 
The Commission has not been 


formally constituted, but the following 
gentlemen have been tendered places 
on it:

fientlemcii. cf the City Council: 


Having been again selected by^the 


people to preside over the deliberations 
of your honorable body, and with you 
to look after and care for the interests of 
the city, I deem it proper, in conformi- 
ty with usage, te make a brief state- 
ment of the condition of the city and 
the proper mimasement of our munici- 
pal affairs during the present year. 


As to the financial condition of our 


city during the present year, and its re- 
sources for the coming year, I refer you 
to the report of the Finance Committee, 
made at the close of our last fiscal year, 
which in my judgment shows the finan- 
ces of the city to be in better condition 
than they have been for rc.any years. 
And hero let me express the hope that 
we may leave them in as good or better 
condition at the close of our administra- 
tion. 
I would most earnestly ask you to 


give the recommendations of the Super- 
.ntendent of Water Works your careful 
attention ; and I would recommend that 
another water main be laid from the 
water works to the business part^of ^the 
city, connecting there with the distribu- 
ting' pipes in such manner as to be a 
safeguard against accident. While the

1 would urgently recommend that the 
innfil take immediate steps to induce 


.. ing establishments to locate

L, and that we do all in our

Witb an 


abundant supply of water and immense 
coal fields within eisy re ich ami the rail 
road facilities of Decalur, I know of no 
reason why it should not be one of the 
fiist manifacluring cities in the State. 


The improvement of the City Park 


should receive your favorable consider- 
ation. It should be well taken care of 
and beautified in a manner commensur- 
ate with our standing among our sister 
cities of the State. And to thiiend I 
would recommend tbt purchase of a suf- 
ficient number of durable seats, and also 
tbe planting of more trees and shrub- 
bery. And aa a means to this end, I 
would suggest thu propriety of the ap- 
pointment by the Council of a commit- 
tee, to be composed partly of members 
ot tbe City Council and partly of citi- 
zens outside of the Council, fa be de- 
nominated "Park Committee," whose 
duty it should be to look after the best 
interests of tlse park, and to have com- 
plete control of the same, subject how- 
ever, to the direction of the council. 


I am in favor of enlarging "Hose 


House No. 1," to the full size of the lot 
upon which it stands, and using the 
second story for council-room and city 
offices; and, if thought advisable by the 
council, putting another story on the 
same for the use of the "Fire Depart- 
ment. This would elevate the fire-alarm 
bell so that it could be heard much bet- 
ter,—which, in my opinion, is an object 
very desirable. 
I would further recommend the ap- 


pointment of a "Fire Warden" for the 
city, whose duty it shall be to examine 
all buildings in the city, and especiallj 
the flues and chimneys therein, ani: 
report at once to the Council such as are 
dangerous, and also report the same U 
the owner of the property.

In consideration, 
therefore, of all the circumstances, I re- 
gard it as exceedingly unwise to place 
our whole dependence on this one main, 
especially when we contrast the cost of 
a second line with the pr»babl» loss t» 
the citizens in case of an accident.— 
With the foregoing recommendation 
carried into effect our water works 
would be as good and efficient as any in 
the State, and sufficient and safe for ths 
needs of the city fur years to come. 


Our sidewalks will require your care 


fill attention during the coming year.— 
The city has gr»wn to the dimensions 
where the fact is brought home to every 
observer, thai an adherence to the old 
system ef plank walks will bankrupt the 
corporation.
